Boxing as Exercise. 


Enthusiastic Reception in-City 
of Washington for Widow of 
Stonewall Jackson—Price of 
Edibles in Senate Restaurant 
Below Average.

Washington, March 5.—(Publishers’ 
Press Special.)—-President Taft is not 
as strenuous in his sports and exer- 
cises as his predecessor, but he is. 
getting to be quite an adept with the 
gioves, and it will probably be news 
to many that there. is-hardly a day he 
is in Washington that he does not have 
a round of boxing, wrestling and such- 
like violent exercise. 

He does not do this because he likes 
it particularly, but he has found it Is 
good for his health and helps keep 
him in shape for the work of the day. 

Dr. Charles R. Barker is Mr. Taft's 
sparring partner and their set-tos are 
held the first thing in the morning, 
generally before the rest of the Taft 
family have: arisen. It is no secret 
that the president would find it utterly 
impossible to welsh in even at the 
welterweight limit, while Dr. Barker, 
in condition, will barely tip the scales 
at the lightweight, so when they shape 
up for the bout they compare as would 
Battling Nelson and Ed. Dunkhorst, 
the Human.

When I first be- 
gan to exercise with the president the 
exercises were prudently moderate and 
considerable time was spent in resting. 
They begin after he has had his gleep 
of eight hours. My objeot in working 
with him was to bring all of the 
muscles in his body into play, as I 
have said, particularly those of the 
abdomen and chest. As the days went 
by we worked harder and spent less 
time catching our breath. 

“At the time I thought it right, I 
engaged the president in boxing. We 
do not box furiously nor fast. We do 
not try to hurt each other, and while 
there has been nothing said, there is a 
tacit agreement between us not to go 
for the face. It might be possible to 
land on each other's faces, but such 
blows as we administer would do dam- 
age that would not be noticeable on 
other parts of the body. It would not

Mrs. Jackson’s Reception. 

If there had been any doubt as to 
how the memory of the famous con- 
federate soldier Stonewall Jackson 
stands in Washington it would have 
been dissipated by the reception of the 
widow of the great soldier on her re- 
cent visit to this city, when she was 
the guest of Mrs. L. Z. Leiter. 

No. guest of the city has in recent 
years received such signal attention, 
and, ‘indeed, her sojourn is not only 
a delightful episode of the winter, but 
marks the change which is apparent 
in the national mind. The wounds 
caused by the Civil war seem to have 
healed most effectually when the 
widow of a Confederate hero receives 
as much attention from a republican 
president as she could possibly have 
expected from a democratic one. 
President and Mrs. Taft overwhelmed 
her with the cordiality of their recep- 
tion. She was the guest at the great 
banquet prepared for the judiciary, 
but at which many governors and 
scores of other distinguished visitors 
were asked, and no one present was 
shown more delicate attention and 
more flattering homage. 

From the numberless socteties which 
have charge of the widows and or- 
phans of the southern cause Mrs. Jack- 
son naturally could have anticipated 
much attention, and she received it 
beyond the. limit of her endurance. 

Scarred veterans, who had carried 
the standard of the south, bowed be- 
fore the widow of their chieftain and 
wept like infants. Even the young 
men were affected, and the reunion: 
though full of joy for Mrs. Jackson. 
was also unutterably sad. The women 
of the Congressional Club, and espe- 
clally those from southern states, 
asked permission to entertain her, but 
SO great were the demands upon her 
strength that toward the end of her 
visit she was compelled to give up all 
social pleasures except that of seeing 
an occasional! old friend in Mrs. 
Leiter’s home. 


Death of Miss Lee. 

The names of Lee and Jackson are 
indissouably linked. It is therefore 
meet that I should here record the 
death of one of the famous Virginia 
family, Miss Julia Lee, one of the old- 
est and best Known residents of Wash- 
ington.

-REPLIES TO DR. J. Ww. LEE 


Not Expounding Theology, But Telling Story of the Life 


Lundy 


of a } Man—Interesting Statement From Mrs. 


Harris. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 6.—(Special.) 
When Mrs. Lundy Harris was shown 
a copy of The Constitution containing 
Dr. J. W. Lee’s attack upon William 
Thompson, the hero of her recent 
serial in The Saturday Evening Post, 
she said: 

“It so happens that the eleventh 
chapter of “A Circuit Rider’s Wife,’ 
when it appears in book form, will 
contain a scene which dramatizes the 
difference between the old-fashioned 
circuit rider and the modern minister 
who belori’s to thé class that would be 
praised by Dr. Lee. 

“It was not, by the way, my pur- 
pose to expound a theology inthe story, 
but to set forth the life of a man. 
The ircidents are largely taken from 
one itinerant’s experiences, but the 
story as a whole is desiged to drama- 
tize the courage and fidelity of Method- 
ist itinerants like William Thompson, 
not those like Dr. Lee. There isa differ- 
ence between the two kinds, a differ- 
ence of advantages, of environment, 
and more particular! of about $2,500 
a year, to say nothing of the difference 
between my life and my theology. One 
of the broadest minded men I ever 
| Knew was a hardshell Baptist. He had 
inherited his shell. I know Methodists 
who are good predestinarians and 
Presbyterians who are hard enough 
headed to belleve in free moral agency. 
The relation between William Thomp- 
son and his creed was not nearly so 
close as the relation between him and 
God. 


Looking for the Truth. 

“A man may be truthful and good, 
yet incapable of intellectual honesty, 
| either because of prejudices, or some 
ineradicabe natural simplicity. 
{ Dr. Lee’s sermon indicates this tempo- 
rary incapacity. If he had been look- 
‘ing for the truth instead of trying 
to confirm his own preconceived point 
of view ‘in reading ‘The Circuit Rider's 
Wife,” he could not have been guilty 
of the mistake of saying of William 
Thompson that ‘The view he held of 
things Kept himself miserable. This 
world to him was a waste—a howling 
wilderness.’ ‘ 

“It was William’s wife who expressed 
pity and understanding and compas- 
sion for him, who told of his hardships 
|}and sacrifices. But no one can find in 
‘this storv a sentence that indicates 
'that the circult rider considered him- 
self miserable, or that he was ever 
dissatisfied with lot until super- 
and no longer able to stay 
and work in it. Then he died broken 
hearted. He did, sometimes, lose tha 
‘witness of the Spirit’ and was often 
‘dissatisfied with himself, but not with 
place’ in the vineyard. This is an 
honorable distinction and worthy of 
note, even if Dr. Lee couldn't see it. 

Thinks He Overlooked This. 

“I quote from the original manu- 
script of the serial that appeared in 
the Post: 

“"*This is the wonderful thing about 
the pure in heart, they do see God. 
And that was William's’ distinction. 
In spite of a theology which wag in 
|some particulars diabelical, in spite of 
/his own faults and of ethical errors in 
hinge, he outstripped all these 


his 


it made him different from other men, 
who, however wise, do not see God!’ 
“Tl take it that in the preparation of 
his discourse Dr. Lee overlooked this, 
‘the most significant paragraph in the 


aman who sees God is not ‘miserable,’ 
and that he is not bound by any the- 
oliogy. He doesn't need it. He sees 
God. 

“Dr. Lee calls him ‘wooden-headed 
and stupid.’ I reckon he was from a 
worldly, modern point of view, but I 
have seen some very brilliant men in 
the Methodist ministry who showed 
more signs of this kind of hard-wood 
| mutability to the angels in heaven 
than ever circuit riders ‘like William 
Thompson showed. 

“He says my circuit rider was in 
bondage to a mechanical theory of 
religion, rather than touched with the 
trlumphant life of Christ. I think a 
man ought to be mighty careful about 
claiming to be touched with the trium- 
phant life of Christ. It isa rare experl- 
ence to which few attain. But some- 
times when I have seen a circuit rider 
going about his holy business up and 
down the hard trails of his work, ac- 
tually praying with and comforting 
people, common, unfashionable saints 
and sinners, if he wasn’t touched with 
something divihe, he strove like it, 
and he lived like it and died like It. 

Record of Sinners Saved. 

‘Dr. Lee thinks he only ‘pulled a 
few individual sinners out of the im- 
mense wreck.’ Well, now, you never 
can tell what kind of preacher pulls 
the most sinners out. You never can 
tell: because the records are not reéal- 
ly in the church books. They are 
kept somewhere else. But one thing 
is certain, you can’t graduate souls 
into the kingdom of heaven, or send 
them in by committees on certificate. 
They just have to be converted. And 
the souls the William Thompson -cir- 
eult riders ‘Jumble’ into the kingdom 
of heaven are this latter, rarer kind. 

‘The life of the circuit rider is rep- 
resented by his wife as one long- 
drawn thread of animated limitations. 
But it was ‘animated,’ mark you, and 
the character of that animation is the 
glory and the distinction’ of such 
preachers. Meanwhile, by way of 
agreeing with Dr. Lee, I will add that 
I never saw or heard of a human life 
which was not a thread of ‘limitations 
of one sort or another, but nothing is 
commoner than to see @ man who 
doesn't know it. 

“But Dr. Lee is right again 
he says that Methodist circuit 
are in no need of ‘Hterary pity.’ 
surely one may praise them in 
ature without offending’ thelr 
fortunate brethren. : 

Story Contains No Sting. 

“The story which has’ offended the 
good doctor does not contain a single 
criticism, of doctor of divinity, 
or bishop of any of great 
ones in our church; for once these 
were left out, and the laurel, such 
as it was, was placed without a sting 
for anyone else, upon the weary, 
wrinkled brows of a set of brave old

O11 mills throughout the state and 
sOuth are aroused at the pending leg- 
islation tn France, which seeks to in- 
crease the Import duty on cotton seed 
oll, and are making a vigorous protest 
against the proposed incresse. Secre- 
tary of State Philander C. Knox, at 
Washington, Is being urged to have the 
United States government stand firm 
in resisting this attempt to raise this 
duty. 

The Atlanta Chia 
after hearipg from a 
the Cotton Seed Crushers’ Association 
of Georgia, unanimously adopted a 
resolution protesting against the pro- 
posed increase in the duty on oll and 
urging the government to stand firm. 
Similar acttion willl be taken by the 
trade bodies in Augusta, Savannah, 
Macon. Columbus, Athens, Albany, Cor- 
dele, LaGrange and other centers, 
where the oil mill industry plays such 
an {important part in the prosperity 
of the section. 

From advices received It would 
seem the duty is to be doubled which 
would make importation practically 
prohibitory. France is one of the 
largest consumers of cotton seed oll 
in the foreign market and such action 
would prove a hard blow to the in- 
dustry. 

The oil mill men of the south take 
the position that the increased rate 
would -be an injustice to the south and 
would prove detrimental to a con- 
tinued ‘upbuildng of the cotton oil 
mill business.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR LAX JUSTICE.

Trammell, attorney general of that state, arises out of the opportunities 
afforded by and the misuse of the technicality. 

In a letter upon the necessity for reform in court procedure, Attorney 
General Trammell says: 


For some time I have been convinced that justice demands reform 
in our court procedure. Along this l'ne and in my report last April to 
the Flor'da legislature I recommended the passage of a measure pro- 
viding that no new trial shall be granted, no judgment arrested and no 
case reversed upon mere technicalities that do not reach the merits of 
the case. Following up this suggestion I prepared a b'll covering 

: ne and had it introduced in the legislature, but it failed of 
pas e. 


“It failed of passage.” 

Therein lies the secret of the burden of responsibility for failure ade- 
quately to protect society against the man with the gun. 

If the Florida legislature was not suited in the bill proposed by Mr. 
Trammell, it might at least have used it as :. foundation for remedial legis- 
lation and made a substantial beginning of this important reform.

legislatures have done.

The American of even indifferent information knows the primary and 
almost the exclusive function of the free seed that congressmen so lavishly 
distribute among their helpless constituents—the idea being that, somehow 
and somewhere, they may aid in keeping individual political fences in order. 

Here at least is one group of farmers who resent this sort of reflection 
upon their intelligence, and The Lowell (Mass.) Courier-Citizen indicates

The South Bristol Farmers’ Club unanimously adopted a resolution 
thanking Congressman Greene for sending its members a supply of 
government seeds and asking him not to do it again. He was urged to 
do what he could to stop the distribution of this government pap. The 
farmers condemned the custom not alone because of its cost, but on ac- 
count of the worthlessness of the seeds., This is probably among the 
first of organized condemnations of what has become a veritable nui- 
sance and it undoubtedly reflects the opinion of many if not all 
farmers. 


There is an apochryphal rumor to the effect that once upon a time free 
government seed sprouted and brought forth a crop—but the most sedulous 
gumshoe work has failed to trace it to its lair. 

Oftener, the sequel parallels the experience of the farmers of South 
Bristol, and if more agriculturists do not protest against this senseless cvs- 
tom, it is likely because it is not brought to their attention at the proper 
time and place. 

The large sum the government annually expends in these perfectly in- 
offensive and infertile products could be thrown into agricultural education 


or into some other channel of proven benefit to the farmer.

Casein is used as a substitute for 
celluloid and meerschaum and in the 
manufacture of billiard balls. It ig 
also a substitute for amber and tor- 
toise and is used in the glazing of 
paper. - 

Mr. Tague states that four pounds 
of casein can be made from one gallon 
of buttermilk. He asserts that when

His actual mur- 
derer, Bresci, who for so long made his 
home at Paterson, N. J., starting from 
thence to perpetrate the murder, com- 
mitted suistide in prison by hanging him- 
self. Acciarito, who made the second 
attempt in 1897 at Rome, is still alive, 
but an Inmate of the asylum for crimi. 
nal insane at Montelupo, in [fuscany. It 
is there that Passamanto, the first of 
Humbert’s three assailants, has just 
died, after having been confined there, 
hopelessly insane, for the last quarter 
of a céntury. He made his attempt 
on Humbert’s tife in November 17, 
1878, when the king and queen were 
‘making their first entry into Naples 
after their accession to the throne, 
Passanante jumped up on to the ste 
of the carriage and endeavored to sta 
the monarch with a long knife, which 
had been concealed in a paper bearing 
the aspect of a petition. Queen Mar- 
guerite, who was seated on the far- 
ther side, saw him before the king and

Became Insane in Twe Years. 


Passanate. condemned to perpetual 
imprisonment and confined in a cir- 
cular, white-washed. domed cell, light- 
ed from above, with pothing on, the 
walis to rest the eye, with no one to 
speak to, with no work to do and with 
no means of writing or reading. be- 
came entirely insane before two years 
were at an end. King Humbert, as- 
certaining not long after the attempt, 
that Passanate had a widowed mother. 
of whom he was the only child, whe 
had been more or less dependent upon 
his earnings. settled an annuity upon 
her, which kept her in comfort for the 
remainder of her days. 

It is with the object of preventing 
would-be assassins from reaching the 
sovereign, that the latter’s state and 
semi-state carriages are hung so verv 
high on the springs, with steps that 
fold up inside and that are let down 
by the footmen when the royal occu- 
pants of the barouche wish to alight or 
to enter. As the carriage is moving 
the would-be assasailant cannot raise 
himself on the wheel, and owing to 
the absence of the step cannot reach 
his victim. Passanante would not have 
Succeded in stabbing Premier Cairolf 
had this precaution been observed, and 
in the same way President Sadi-Carnot, 
president of the French republic, might 
be alive today had the barouche in 
which he was driving through the 
streets of Lyons, when killed, been pro- 
vided with a set of folding steps drawn 
up inside, instead of with a stationary 
iron step. on which his assassin, 
Cesarlo, was able to stand while 
poignarding him. 

Another feature of these royal and 
imperial carriages used by queens and 
empresses abroad when driving in 
town, is the species of mechanical con- 
trivance affixed to the seat and back 
cushions whieh enables the royal lady 
to bow continuously, without any ex- 
ertion or fatigue, while the carriage is 
in motion. At the same time it dimin- 
ishes the sense of dizziness which is 
produced by the exertion of having to 
bow’ uninterruptedly throughout a 
drive of perhaps half an hour or an 
hour.

OVER THE OUTLOOK 


Price Movement in Stock Mar- 
ket Wavering---Philadelphia 
Labor Trouble Discussed. 


New York, March 6.—The wavering 
price movement in today’s stock mar- 
ket reflected the lack of conviction 
over the speculative outlook. The news 
from Philadelphia was partly respon- 
sible for this. The extent of*the re- 
sponse to the call for a general strike 
there, in itself, threatened an amount 
of disturbance of profitable activities 
sufficient to command the attention of 
those interested in company shares. 
The bearing of the situation, more- 
over, on the general subject of labor 
adjustment, as presented by the nu- 
merous demands upon the railroads 
now under consideration was deemed 
important and calculated to arouse 
anxiety. There was a notable absence 
of the attempts which were made at 
the end of last week to arouse appre- 
hension over a possible decision to be 
handed down on that day by the su- 
case. The’ rise in American Tobacco 
case. The rise n American Tobacco 
shares in the outside market this week 
has impressed speculative sentiment 
on this subject more than the direct 
contemplation of government suit 
against the company. The movement 
in the tobacco shares, in fact, was 
made an important consideration in the 
support of the general stock market. 

The support accorded stocks asso- 
ciated with the name of J. P. Morgan 
& Co. stood out rather prominently in 
the rise toward the end of the session. 
The large participation of that firm in 
the bond issues which are coming 
upon the market is a feature of the 
situation.

| WHEAT BROKE BADLY; 
CLOSED OVER CENT OFF 


General Selling on Favorable 
Weather ConditioneCorn 
and Oats Weaker. 


Chicago, March 6.—The wheat mar- 
ket broke violently here today, fol- 
lowing a moderate upturn early in the 
session and closed at almost the bot- 
tom, with prices % to 1%@1% below 
the final figures of the previous day. 
Corn and oats followed the course of 
wheat, and closed weak at declines of 
% to % and % to % respectively. Pro- 
visions also closed heavy at net losses 
of 6 to 7%. 

The slump in wheat occurred during 
the final hour of trading, and was 
caused by general selling brought out 
by favorable weather conditions now 
prevailing for the new crop in the 
southwest. Several prominent interests 
were liberal sellers, and* this caused 
free sales by pit traders and small 
holders. Cash premiums here were re- 
ported the weakest in several months. 

During the first half of the day the 
market displayed considerable firm- 
ness, owing to covering by shorts, who 
bought freely of the July delivery. 
From $1.13%, May sold off to $1.12, 
while July dropped from $1.05% @ 
1.05% to $1.03%. 
a trifle above the lowest point, final 
figures on May being at $1.12%. July 
closed at $1.08%@1.03%. Lively de- 
mand by shorts early in the session 
resulted in a stiff advance in the price 
of all deliveries of corn, but the late 
break in wheat knocked the props 
from under the market. and declines 
ranging from % to le followed. Cash 
prices remained about steady, al- 
though some cars sold about % higher, 
No. 8 yellow selling at 60%. During 
the day the May delivery sold between 

3 and 64. The market ciosed weak at 
almost the bottom; May 63@63%. 

Oats displayed moderate firmness 
early tn the day, but weakened late in 
the session tn sympathy with the break 
in wheat and corn.

COTTON OIL IS FIRMER- 
AND IN GOOD DEMAND 


Refiners Took: Nearly 
Every Barrel Which 
Reached Market. 


New York, March 5.—-The local cot- 
ton oil market has developed a firmer 
tendency during the week, and values 
have been established at a higher 
trading level. As previously intimated, 
the March -tenders were considerably 
below. former estimations, and refining 
interests have purchased practically 
every barrel of oil which reached the 
open market. The renewal of opera- 
tions by refiners, the advance in lard 
and the strength in cotton have all 
been features productive of bullish sen- 
timent, and traders generally have 
swung to the long side of the market. 
It is thought, however, that quite a 
short interest exists at the moment, 4s 
the uncertain conditions which pre- 
viously surrounded the March option led 
to considerable speculative selling of 
the nearby months. It was noticed 
throughout the week that offerings of 
the spring months were quickly ab- 
sorbed, and operators experienced little 
difficulty in advancing prices. 

The advance in the spot and March 
positions has done a lot toward re- 
storing confidence in the general situa- 
tion, and, although an occasional grow! 
could be heard from the bears, a vast

strength which the hog market has 
displayed had a stimulating influence 
on the cotton oil market. 

The postion of lard is a strong one, 
and is based on more than bullish ma- 
nipulation. The continued scarcity and 
high prices of hogs in the west has 
seriously restricted the production of 
lard, and current supplies are material- 
ly below the usual average at this sea- 
son of the year. Trade interests feel 
confident that the demand for lard 
compound will eventually show a sub- 
stantia] increase, and oil purchases are 
being made with this point in view. 

The demand for consuming account 
has been on a somewhat broader scale, 
but transactions have been restricted 
largely to the compound lard _  pro- 
ducers. The absence of important con- 
suming demand has been the battle cry 
of the bearish contingent for many 
weeks, and keen interest was manifest- 
ed in recent inquiries for consuming 
purposes. About the same run of busi- 
ness is reported in butter oil and cook- 
ing oil, and, although trarisactions in 
these descriptions have offered little 
feature, it is admitted that a steady 
volume of goods is constantly passing 
into consuming channels. 

Conservative commission houses, 
while somewhat mixed in their opinions 
regarding the future course of prices, 
show less inclination to favor the bear 
side of the market. There are some 
who look for further liquidation from 
tired-out holders, but others claim that 
the strength in lard and the stand re- 
fining interests have taken will prevent 
any undue slump in values. 

The foreign demand is reported un- 
satisfactory. Small individual sales of 
winter ofl for distribution throughout 
South America are about the best the 
week can boast of. European  con- 
sumers refuse to purchase at current 
levels, and the outlook is said to be 
unfavorable for any active resumption 
of buying from foreign sources. The 
export movemént from this port for 
the week amounted to 2,920 barrels. 
Government statistics give the total 
exports for the month of January as 
17,433,968 pounds, with a valuation of 
$1,204,912. Importations of English cot- 
ton ofl from Swansea have continued 
rather free for soapmaking purposes. 
Several hundred casks of palm oil 
have also arrived from Hamburg and 
Liverpool. 

Values of crude oil have remained 
about steady, although trading has 
been rather quiet. Rumors current at- 
tribute the recent strength of crude 
oil to manipulation, but transactions 
during the past week have not confirm- 
ed this view. Holders have asked 48c 
for prompt deliverics, and several 
tanks have been reported sold at that 
price. Trade advices from the south 
report supplies limited and the mills 
well able to take care of their hold- 
ings. The week's offerings have been 
adjusted and no urgent disposition to 
sell has been noted in any sections.

DULLNESS IN TRADING 


ON STOCK EXCHANGE 


Labor Troubles at Phila- 
delphia and Other 
Places Affect Market. 


By Ralph Emerson. 

New York, March i.—(Special.)— 
Dullness in trading was continued dur- 
ing the present week onthe stock ex- 
change, and tncidentally the week 
was marked by the oddest of intermin- 
gling of charity and business ever 
known. The influence of the new 
Rockefeller Foundation, which will re- 
move the*use of the Rockefeller mil- 
lions from Wall street, was strongly 
felt. Further influences were contain- 
ed in the withdrawal of John D. Rock- 
efeller, Jr., from the directorates of 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
the Standard Oil Company and the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
During the first half the market was 
more active than in the latter half of 
the week, although there was less pro- 
fessional trading in the last three 
dave. Labor troubles have hindered 
and are still hindering the market. 
The wage difficulties of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, the tie-up of the 
Bethlehem Steel Works and the Phil- 
adelphia agitations, have all tended to 
make investors wary. But these pres- 
ent labor disputes are not only effect- 
ive in themselves, but they may speak 
future troubles of a broader character 
and this thought gives further pausé 
to stock prosperity. 

Business conditions, except where 
hampered by unavoidable 4fficulties 
and pressures, are extremely good. The 
railroad, iron, steel, ore and industrial 
trade centers all make satisfactory re- 
porte. 

Money Situation Satisfactory. 

The money situation is satisfactory, 
but a getieral cloud arising from af- 
fairs in Washington tends .to prevent 
the full needs of the business boom. 
Although the attitude of the adminis- 
tration towards capital is generally 
known, there is congressional warfare 
which must be reckoned with. Coupled 
with this is the copper outlook, which 
has not yet been smoothefl out. 

The effect of the Philadelphia strike 
must not be underestimated. The sit- 
uation htere had a depressing influ- 
ence which, in turn, was communi- 
cated through the usual channels of 
stock sympathy to the foreign mar- 
kets. 

A peculiar instance 
finance was the action 
Ryan and J. Pierpont 
shifting a portion of 
burdens upon the sholders of their 
sons, Allan Ryan and J. FP. Morgan, 
Jr., being elected to the directorate 
of the National Bank of Commerce. 

A gain of cash, amounting to $2,000,- 
000, was made by the New York banks 
this week. From the interior there 
was a net balance of receipts amount- 
ing to $3,258.000, but this gain was 
partly offset by a loss of $1,255,000 to 
the government on the week's opera- 
tions with the subtreasury. The sub- 
treasury returns for the week were 
$2,012,000. The gain from the inte- 
rior was $1,306,000. The gold exports 
during the week consisted of a ship- 
ment of $500,000 to Cuba. 

Baltimore and Ohio New Bond Issue. 

There have been many rumors con- 
cerning: the Baltimore and Ohio, but 
the most interesting financial report 
came yesterday when it was said in 
Wall street that the forthcoming is-

of Living Stirs 


Charge That Senate Inquiry 
Has for Its Purpose ‘‘White- 
washing” of Tariff Not Rel- 
ished by Party--Congressmen 
Ready to Attack Committee. 


By Ralph M. Whiteside. 

Washington, March 5.—(Special.)— 
The republican party has a new burden 
to bear and one which may prove as 
cumbersome as the tariff, the insurgent 
warfare and the hold-up of adminis- 
tration legislation. The latest Durden 
which is causing the senate leaders 
worry is the inquiry into the high cost 
of living. 

The original plan, urged by the 
junior members of the senatorial com- 
mittee, was that trusts dealing in the 
necessities of life be scrutinized. The 
leaders on the committee promptly re- 


jected this program. 

Charges are now being circulated 
that the investigation wil] be a “white- 
wash,” or. in other words, a typical 
congressional investigation. 

Congress is destined mighty soon to 
hear remarks from some of its mem- 
bers upon this high-price question. 
The speeches that have been made so 
far are mere popping upon the skirm- 
ish line to what may follow if the 
insurgents get Interested in the ques- 
tion. 

There are otker events which some- 
what overshadow this inquisition. The 
interest in the Ballinger-Pinchot §in- 
vestigation, conagntrated in the pas- 
segc-at-arms Between ex-Forester 
Pinchot and Secretary Wilson with the 
ramifying influence of. testimony be- 
fcre the senate committee on terr!l- 
tories showing the vast unknown 
wealth of Alaska and the tightening 
grip of monied combinations upon the 
riches of that domain, have retarded 
direct interest In the living Inquiry. 

Task an Arduous One. 

But the task entered upon by the 
senate committee is an arduous one 
and it will drag out for a long time. 
Perhaps in the latter stages the in- 
surgents may see the opening that 
they desire and there are always 
fcrensic experts among the democrats 
to call the nation’s attention to re- 
publican peccadilloes. 

The republicans who seen an unfav- 
orable reaction from this inquiry upon 
the republican party are bringing for- 
ward the excuse tit the “quantity of 
money” and the “excess production of 
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gold” really constitute the cause of 
high prices. 
There is every tndication that the 


republican managers are being driven 
to the theory that gold is the cause of 
the excessive cost of everything. This 
idca has been put forward upon the 
floor of congress several times, but 
there is a kreat deal of hesitation, es- 
pecially among the people at large, 
in accepting it. 

The every-day man who is not a 
theorist and whose knowledge of the 
psychology of economics is slight, can- 
not see how prices should go up when 
the production of money becomes 
greater. On the other hand congress- 
men are being deluged with letters 
from their constituents, asking’ the 
pertinent query: 

“Why doesn’t the increase output 
of gold lower prices as money becomes 
more plentiful?’ 

Senator Aldrich and his financial co- 
horts extol the gold theory. The in- 
surgents accuse the trusts, the repub- 
lican triumvirate and the tariff, and 
Secretary Wilson and -his followers say 
that the farmers are not producing 
enough. Secretary Wilson, who has 
been gathering data through the agents 
of the agricultural department for the 
use of the committee on investigation, 
has been too bus during the past 
week with Ballinger-Pinchot matters 
to take an active hand in the high cost 
of living inquiry, but he will bob up 
serenely with his under-production of 
farms theory shortly. 

Those who are old enough remember 
that fifteen years ago the regular lead- 
ers rejected the doctrine of “the quan- 
tity of money” when ft was advocated 
by William J. Bryan during his first 
campaign for the presidency. 

Inquiry Much Narrowed. 

The inquiry as it is now proceeding 
has been much narrowed from the 
original program. On the whole, the 
use of the monetary supply as an ex- 
planation for the advance in prices is 
looked upon as the least dangerous of 
all the theories that might be ad- 
vanced, so it will likely be adhered to. 

So far, the committee has nothing to 
work upon except data which is being 
supplied by the department of com- 
merce and labor and the department of 
agriculture; but there is no tack of 
theories. 

The members of congress have two 
methods of keeping in touch with their 
constituents. The first method is con- 
tained in reports from subleaders, and 
the second, letters from the people of 
their districts. Except in districts of 
the west and south, few persons were 
gravely interested in the conservation 
imbroglio, but the mass of communica- 
tions pouring in with complaints over 
the extreme dost of necessities and the 
inactivity of congress in that direction 
is eloquent of the sincere interest in 
this question. It ig national in its 
scope, for thé people of Maine are kick- 
ing just as hard as the people of Ore- 
gon and California are. 

There may be a change in the sched- 
ule of the committee; but, no matter 
what is done, it will be along con- 
se-vative lines. Indeed, some of the 
conservatives welcome this diversion, 
for it takes the view of their constitu- 
ents away temporarily from the old- 
time demands for appropriations for a 
new postoffice, for river improvements, 
or for other public outlays. And thus 
the situation stands today,

Kansas City, Mo. March 6.—Dr, B. 
Clarke Hyde, husband of a niece of the 
late Thomas H. Swope, was tonight 
indicted on thirteen counts in eleven 
indictments returned by the grand jury 
that has been investigating the Swope 
mystery. 

Two indictments charge first degree 
murder in connection with the deaths 
of Colonel Swope and of Chrisman 
Swope. Dr. Hyde is alleged to have 
given them strychnine tablets. 

One indictment accuses Dr. Hyde of 
manslaughter by bleeding James Moss 
Hunton, a cousin of Colone] Swope, tn @ 
neglectful manner. 

Use of Typhoid Germs Charged. 

Perhaps the most surprising of all 
the indictments returned are the eight 
in connection with the alleged poison- 
ing of the Swope family and visitors 
and attendants of the Swope house- 
hold. Dr. Hyde ts accused in these in- 
dictments. which contain ten éounts, of 
poisoning with typhoid germs, with in- 
tent to murder, Margaret Swope, Stella 
Swope, Sarah Swope, Lucy Lee Swope, 
Nora Bell Dickson, Georgla F. Comp- 
ton, Mildred Fox and Leonora Cop- 
ridge, a colored girl. All these persons 
were stricken with typhoid fever while 
Dr. Hyde was attending the Swope 
family. 

Three counts are contained in the in- 
dictment charging the potsoning of 
Miss Margaret Swope. The first 
charges that he attempted to poison 
her by administering typhoid fever 
germs on or about November 25. The 
second accuses him of trying to poison 
her by giving a hypodermic injection 
on December 12. In the third count he 
is alleged to have attempted poisoning 
on December 18 by giving her strych-

Statement by Dr. Hyde. 

Dr. Hyde received the news of the 
indictments calmly. 

In a written statement given out at 
his home tonight, Dr. Hyde said: 

“I have just read in the evening 
papers that I have been indicted. 

“In my libel suit against John G. 
Paxton, he has stated under oath that 
on the 26th of December, 1909, before 
the slightest investigation was made. 
and before an examination of any of 
the hodies of the dead was had. he 
concluded I was guilty of the murders 
and of attempts to murder others. I 
have just read the testimony of Mrs. 
Logan 0. Swope, taken today, after 
more than two weeks of earnest ef- 
fort upon the part of my attorneys, in 
which she says she arrived at the 
same conclusion at the same _ time, 
likewise without investigation or 
proof. 

“On the 13th day of January, 1916, 
Mr. Paxton wrote a letter to his co- 
executor charging that al! of these ter- 
rible crimes had been committed. 

“In his testimony the first day of 
his deposition he published this letter 
to the-world and declared I was the 
guilty person.

Industries Not tet Prostrated. 


tiowever, with the conflicting re- 
ports, it was evident that Philadel- 
phia’s industries are not yet prostrated 
by the conflict. The great industrial 
establishments, such as Baldwin's Lo- 
eomotive Works, Cramp’s Sp Yard, 
Brill's Car Works, the Midvale Steel 
Works. all of which are “open shop” 
concerns, were in operation today with 
practically their full force. 

The greatest number of sympathetic 
strikers was found among the textile 
workers in the Kensington district, and 
the allied building trades. The strikers 
claimed that 60,000 persons were out in 
these two industries alone. 

No hand was raised today to stop the 
conflict, which is rapidly paralyzing 
business. There was a rumor in circu- 
lation tonight that the labor leaders 
might request President Taft to use 
his influence to bring an end to the 
trouble or take some step along the 
lines adopted by President Roosevelt 
in the anthracite coal strike of 1902. 
Such a move, it is believed, would be 
welcomed by the people of the city. 

The day developed nothing in the 
street car strike itself. The Philadel- 
phia Rapid Transit Company had a lit- 
tle more than one thousand cars in op- 
eration. People generally were not 
willing to take a chance of being in- 
jured, and many would not ride in the 
cars because of principle. 

Too Many Stones. 

The company opened one new line 
n’ the southern. part. of the city, but 
after a few trips the cars were with- 
drawn because of the frequency with 
which they were assailed by stones 
and bricks. Half of the cars in oper- 
ation during the day were withdrawn 
at nightfall. The committee of ten to- 
night issued a statement in which they 
submit a new form of arbitration to 
end the strike., The proposition is as 
follows: 

“Let the Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
Company reinstate all employees now 
on strike to their old positions, and 
let the company then appoint one arbi- 
trator and we one; these two to be 
disinterested parties. Let the two thus 
selected choose a third person, and 
both parties to the dispute submit all 
questions to the board. The decision of

Every Car Ran Gauntiet. 


Every car that came along ran the 
gauntlet. and there was a running fire 
of stones, of wood and other missiles, 
which terrified the passengers and 
crews. To escape the missiles, mo- 
tormen threw on full power and sent 
their cars flying out of the way, with 
thelr occupants lying upon the floors. 

The worst outbreak oceurred at 
Ninth and Filbert streets. in the heart 
of the city. where the police mobilized 
in force to make an impression on 
the crowd and there battle 
which frightened the onlookers. 

No previous disturbance of the 
strike compared with this in magni- 
tude and intensity. Men and women, 
felled in the onslaught of the police, 
lay all about the streets and side- 
walks, and scores were cut and 
bruised. 

Subsequent to the Filbert street dis- 
turbance there was another in Wash- 
ington Square, in which the crowd 
turned on a small force of policemen, 
knocking one of them down and 
breaking the club of another over 
its owner's head.

All during the march of the strike 
sympathizers dozens of cars were at- 
tacked, their windows smashed and 
the passengers and crews forced to 
take refuge from flying missiles by 
lying prostrate on the fioors. 

The police seized four persons from 
the ranks of the disturbers. One man 
who was placed in a patrol wagon, 
made a spectacular leap to freedom. 
One of those in custody is a young 
woman, Miss Ada Myerson, gaid to be 
the secretary of the Union of Ladies’ 
Shirtwaist Makers, and prominent in 
the recent shirtwaist strike. 

Driven away from’ Independence 
square, several thousand persons con- 
gregated in Washington square, near 
by. A man mounted on the shoulders 
of several others and started to ha- 
rangue the crowd. 

A detail of mounted policemen dash- 
ed through the archways of Independ- 
ence Hall and into the throng. The 
crowd scattered right and left before 
the horses. The orator was tumbled 
off the shoulders of the other men and 
was swallowed up in the crush.

Money Speaks for Democrats. 
Mr. Money, speaking for the demo- 
crats, based his opposition upon the 
theory that an amendment, constitu- 
tional in itself, could not render valid 
a bill which in itself was in contraven- 

tion of the constitution. 

A number of democratic senators, in- 
cluding Messrs. Gore, Stone and Bacon, 
spoke in general opposition to the 
measure.

At this time there was filed with the 


| commission a map of the scene of the 


alleged crime and incidents connected 
with it. This map was prepared by 
Mitchell himself, who is now in the 
hospital of the Thomas county chain- 
gang, with a view to showing that 
under any construction of the prosecu- 
tion’s evidence, it was Iiinpossible for 
him to have committed the crime for 
which he was convicted. 

Following the filing of this map, 
there came an application for execu- 
tive clemency which, in addition to 
grounds formerly urged, calls atten- 
tion to the fact that Mitchell is a 
hopeless invalid, that he is confined to 
the camp hospital and that unless he 
is pardoned, he will have to remain 
in the hospital during the remainder 
of his term. He has already served 
about six months, which, it is urged, 
is sufficient punishment, especially 
considering his inability to perform 
any service. 

It is reported that some other in- 
teresting facts pertinent to the case 
may be brought out on the accasion of 
the hearing. It is not unlikely that 
the Mitchell case will be up to the 
governor for decision again by the lat- 
ter part of next week.

He has long 
been prominent tn the politics of the 
district. 

In the last state campaign, 1908, he 
was an enthusiastic advocate of Gov- 
ernor Brown to enter the race before 
he announced his candidacy. 

Should Major McGregor decide defi- 
nitely to enter the race for congress, 
it will make things decidedly inter- 
esting in the Tenth.

Another Horror Occurs 
in Far Northwest. 


All the Victims Were Workmen 
for the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, and Half of Them Were 
Japanese---All the Passenger 
Trains Are Safe. 


Vancouver, B. C., March 5.—Ninety- 
two Canadian-Pacific trainmen, track- 
men and laborers were buried by an av- 
a'anche in Rogers Pass, on the sum- 
mit of the Selkirk range of the Rocky 
mountains, early this morning. It is 
Known that twenty-five white men 
perished. The other “victims were 
Japanese. ° 

The bodies of only five have been re- 
covered. The work of recovering the 
dead and opening the track Is greatly 
impeded by a blizzard now raging in 
the pass. 

The men were clearing away a small 
snowslide from the tracks.

I had the honor to receive thi 
of medicine from the Georgia 
College, now known as the 
department of the University 
Consequently my diploma 
today (Saturday) is 60 vears old, and 
signed by some of the best men that 
have ever honored the medical profes- 
sion. : 

There was that good old man, Dr. J 
M. Newton, dean of the faculty, ~”rid 
professor of anatomy. Though quiet, 
diffident end undemonstrative, had 
the reputation of being the best teacher 
of anatomy In the United States. It ts 
said of him that he could exhibit to 
his class a bone or muscle and almost 
teach them everything about it with- 
out saving a word. He certainly 
a man of few words. but one of 
Strongest teachers | ever saw. 

Predicted Bilectrical Progress. 

Next there was that good old inan 
Alexander Means, professor of 
Unlike Dr. Newton, he 
man of many words and the most bean- 
tiful word-] ainter Il ever saw. During 
all his speeches, it mattered not how

Rapid Surgery Necessary. 

Then, there was Dr. Paul F. Eve, 
professor of surgery, who had tailren 
a full five years’ course in 
that time was one of the leading 
surgeons of the United States. In 
those days, before the introduction of 
anaesthesia, the greatest aim of a sur- 
geon was to perform operations with 
celebrity. It was their grand effort 
to amputate a limb and tastily bandage 
the stump in as few seconds as pos- 
gible. At the time of my graduation 
Dr. Paul F. Eve, of Augusta, Ga. 
ranked in surgery as third in the 
world. Velpeau, of Paris, was first: 
Valentine Mott, of New York, second, 
and Dr. Eve third. 

Quick Work in Amputation. 

Dr. Velpeau’s record I{n the ampu- 
tation of a limb was one minute and 
thirty-two seconds; Dr. Mott’s, one 
minute and forty-eight seconds, while 
Dr. Eve came third with a record of 
one minute and fifty-two seconds. The 
object was, in the days before anaes- 
thesia. to give the patient as little pain 
as possible. Every instrument was 
ready and every ligature looped so that 
an ertery could be tied in a second. 

Dr. Eve was a tall, brusque old gen- 
tleman, impressive in manner and 
using great emphasis sometimes in his 
lectures. I- will give two notable 
stances. Once he came very brusque- 
ly into the class room with the 
finger of the right hand pointing to 
first one and then another member of 
the class, commencing his lecture by 
saying: 

“T-n-f-l-a-m-m-a-t-i-o-n. This spells 
inflammation, and is the subject of our 
lecture today. Now, after you shall 
have graduated and entered the prac- 
tice of medicine, and find a case about 
which you wish to consult me, 
spell inflammation, or inflammatory 
with one M I will send your letter 
back unanswered.

Up to that time, with 
exception of Dr. Dixon, of Charleston, 
no southern physician had ever written 
a book on medicine. The profession 
| had to depend on books written by 
northern doctors who had no actual ex- 
perience in southern fevers and the 
administratfon of quinine. And then, 
a man, they have conceived the idea 
that quinine in two or more grain 
doses was poisonous.

A Three-Term Course. 

Other members of the faculty were 
fuliy as strong in their various de- 
partments as those we have men- 
tioned, hence, Augusta was really the 
center of southern medical education.

This 
makes in the United States the ratio 
three times greater than in France, 
four times greater than in England, 
and five times as many as Germany.

In this connection Henry Pritch- 
ett of New York, president of Car- 
negie foundation for the advancement 
of teaching, made the following asser- 
tion in an address before council 
of medical education: 

“We have in this country 
150 medical schools, or more 
to be found in the whole of 
Mach of our schools in the 
years has graduated so many 
clans and surgeons, that the over- 
production has become enormous. Our 
low-grade medical schools, sanctioned 
by our lax laws, are largely responst- 
bie. It ig admitted that the training 
of doctors in the low-grade schools is 
poor, but it. is constantly asserted that 
these doctors are needed for the rural 
districts, The assumption is that 
graduates of the medical schools’ con- 
nected with the universities, will not 
go ifito the rural flelds.”

KING REPRESENTS 
JUDGE HAMMOND 


In Fight to Force the 
County to Pay His 


Salary. 


Augusta, Ga., March 5.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Alex Kirg, one of the leadng at- 
torneys of the Atlanta bar, and presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Bar Association, 
has been associated with local counsel 
in the mandamus proceedings brought 
by Judge Henry C. Hammond to force 
the county of Richmond to pay him 
the salary which was fixed by the leg- 
islature in 1906. 

A new board of county commission- 
ers took charge of the affairs of the 
county this year and one of their first 
acts was to hold up the salary of 
Judge Hammond,* which is paid out 
of the treasury of the county. Rich- 
mond county, Ike Chatham and Ful- 
ton, pays an extra $2,000 to the judge 
of the superior court for his services, 
the salary $5,000, instead of 
the constitutional] salary of $3,000, as 
is paid the other judges in the state. 
The county commissioners doubted the 
constitutionality of the act under 
which the salaries were raised and 
held up the salary, whereupon the 
judge has brought a mandamus, and 
has been granted a rule absolute, and 
the case now goes to the supreme 
court of the state for a final decision. 

If the case should go against Judge 
Hammond, it will not only affect his 
salary, but will affect the salary of 
the judge of the superior court of 
Chatham and the judges of the supe- 
rior court of Fulton county. 

Mr. King has been secured in the 
case and will file a brief with the sue 
preme court upon the case.

HUNT SCALP 


March 5. — (Spectal.) — The 
desperate encounter between an 4@r- 
mor-protected hooligan and the po- 
lice in Paris has brought into notori- 
ety the Apaches. 

This man had avowed vengeance on 
the police, and had protected his arms 
with spiked guards, made of leather 
and nails, and rendered invisible by @ 
short cape he was wearing. He had 
armed himself with a loaded revolver 
and a knife as sharp as a razor. He 
killed one policeman, and wounded 
three others. The policemen vainly 
sought to clutch him, but shrieked 
with pain when their hands were torn 
by the spikes. 

There is no criminal so dreaded is 
Paris as the one who belongs to the 
Apaches. These men have but one 
aim in life, and that is to kill wan- 
tonly. It is nothing to them who the 
victim may be, or however innocent. 
They are infinitely worse than the 
worst Red Indian of the past, and they 
are as proud of the number of lives 
they have taken as the actual Apaches 
were of the scalps. 

“Kill First, and Then Rob.” 

These men usually do their dastard- 
ly work at night-time, and they have 
no fixed haunts, but are to be found 
everywhere in Paris. The result is, 
that it is unsafe for any individual to 
stroll] the streets of Paris at night, as 
the Apaches kill simply to boast of the 
crime to their fellows. 

They place no value upon any life, 
their own or their victims, but boast 
openly of the murders committed, Woe 
to the Englishman or American who 
happens to stroll out alone at nig/t. 
for these mén will track him to the 
death. 

Every month their crimes become of 
a more horrible type. They will not 
face a man openly, {ff possible, but 
prefer to creep on him from behind. 
They never ask for money, as their 
motto is: “Kill first, and then rob.” 

The name “Les Apaches” was first 
given to these vile street criminals by 
a French journalist. This descriptive 
cognomen was eagerly seized upon by 
the French people, who are voracious 
readers of Indian stories. The word, 
by the way, is vronounced “apash.” 
The criminals themselves are proud of 
the description, and have ever since 
tried to live up to it, although each 
man is known by a particular name. 

It {fs to a great extent due to the 
netoriety they have gained that the 
Apaches have become so active recent- 
ly Their crimes are now of almost 
daily occurrence, so that the police 
have had to call in to their aid special 
dogs, which are more dreaded than the 
uniformed man.

It is quite a commen scene in Paris 
now to notice a number of policemen 
surrounding a dead man, &@ man who 
has been done to death by these leath- 
some assassins.

The result of these crimes is that 
the policemen always walk their beats 
in pairs, but even then both men may 
fall victims together. This ts where 
the value of the trained dogs comes tn. 

The Apaches have a somewhat dis- 
tinctive dress. They are low-looking 
characters, with slouch hats on their 
heads, and knotted handkerchiefs 
round their necks. Their baggy trous. 
ers are held up by wide belts. Shoulda 
a wayfarer in Paris see a couple of 
these men crawling along in his direc- 
tion, he knows there is only one thing 
to save his life, and that is to take

Iamonia, just across the Florida line, 
should have both gone dry this winter 
has been a matter of regret to sports- 
men, not but all over the 
country, and several prominent Atlan- 
tans have missed their annual duck 
shooting and fishing trips to this sec- 
tion—for nowhere are the ducks more 
abundant the fishing finer than in 
these lakes, when in their normal con- 
dition.

That 
these great bodies of water, 16 and 
18 miles long and several miles wide, 
should for twenty or twenty-five years 
lie with their placid waters reflecting 
blue of the southern skies and 
without apparent rhyme or rea- 
son, the water should just pick itself 
up and leave, is hard to understand.

Subterrarnean Outlet. 

That these lakes have some subter- 

nean outlet, of course everyone 
knows, and it is generally supposed 
that each one gets its supply of water 
from some river in this section. ,It is 
also supposed that Miccosuklie, at 
least, is in some way connected with 
the gulf of Mexico, as the waters in it 
have been known to rise considerably 
during the high tide in the gulf. 

Miccosukie began going dry last fall, 
and the waters went out very slowly 
and leisurely, taking sOme weeks to 
do it. Iamonia did not go dry untila 
month or two, and its waters went out 
with a rush, being only a few days 
about it, and leaving the lake perfectly 
dry. 

Miccosukle never gets entirely dry, 
and there is always some water left in 
the basin, from 20 to 30 feet deep, 
perhaps. 

Andrew Jackson's Initials.

ago, when Andrew Jackson was

Florida fighting the Indians, he cut-his 
initials on a rock in the basin of Lake 
Miccasukie, the lake being dry at that 
time. When the waters left the lake 
this fall there was a great deal of tu- 
riosity to see this rock. Of course 
there were iconoclasts who ridiculed 
the idea, and said “Old Hickory” had 
never been in that part Of Florida, but 
that was to be expected. The rock is 
really there, however, and the initials 
are on it, at least the A is, and ‘while 
the J may De a little uncertain as to 
its appearance, at least it looks more 
like that letter than it does anything 
else, and it is supposed that the gen- 
eral may have found his footing a lit- 
tle Imsecure about that time or he 
might not have been much on cutting 
letters, anyway. 

As these lakes have 
known to stay dry two years in suc- 
cession, it is supposed that they fill 
up now at almost any time. It is said 
by the people who live near them that 
when the waters do begin to return 
come with a rush and the roar 
if them can be heard for a long dis- 
ince. Even Miccosukie, which took so

long to part with its waters, is said 
to fill up in forty-eight hours. 
Maguificent Fishing. 

Both of these lakes were filled with 
the finest fish, of many varieties, the 
lake trout being particularly noted, 
and millions of them perished when the 
waters went out. In the dry beds of 
the lakes can be seen today piles and 
piles of fish bones of all shapes and 
sizes. 

Lake Miccosukle is better known to 
Atlanta sportsmen than Iamonia, as 
the latter ism owned by a syndicate, 
many of whom are northern men, and 
it was necessary to obtain permission 
or an invitation from one of the mem- 
bers to shoot or fish there. 

The last time these lakes were dry, 
about twenty-five years ago, it Is said 
they stayed in that condition so long 
that many grew skeptical as to their 
ever filling up again, and there was 
talk of cutting them up into farm- 
ing lands. 

It is even said that a crop of corn 
was actually planted in Lake Miccosu- 
kie, but before it had grown very high 
the waters came in with a rush and 
the corn was never heard of again.

DR. WM. M. BAIRD GIVES A CHARACTERISTIC TALK 


An office that has been built up as 
mine hag by edvertising, and above all 
the kind of advertising that tells peo- 
ple something they should know, gives 
them someinformation about diseases; 
>in fact, ‘will naturally get a multitude 
of cases and get an experience that Is 
not to be had in the office of the gen- 
eral practitioner who knows more 
about’a case of typhoid fever or small- 
pox, in one minute, 
month. 

I doubt if there is an office i” the 
country or a public institution of any 
kind that gets as great and ir .eresting 
experience in its work as I uo in mine. 
This is, perhaps, the main «eason why I 
entered the advertisiny field years and 
years ago, because I was an enthusiast 
in my work, like t~ do plenty of it and 
took an interest mit. And I saw that 
the only men Mat could get the inter- 
est out of t'4 work other than by ad- 
vertising and securing patients, was 
the ma’*,/who did a roundabout adver- 
tisinr, ‘had some stock in a Medical 
Coltege, attached professor to their 
yame, and then sent out year after 
year a lot of students very imperfectly 
trained in the profession, that would 
be sort of agents to them to send in to 
them from over the country patients 
for consulation. 

It ig quite probable that you read a 
mews item a few days ago where some 
Man scored the medical profession 
quite emphatically for its too plentiful 
supply of medical colleges. There is 
mot a doctor who reads this but knows 
that a dozen Medical Colleges in the 
United States would be a great plenty— 
more than a plenty, in fact. Well as 
for me, I took my choice. I preferred 
to do my advertising without any 
hypocrisy attached to it whatever, and 
I have nothing to regret gor it. 

I don't approve of misstatements, 
false assertions and horse-jockeying 
methods that are quite often used in 
advertisements, suchas “positive guar- 
antees to cure; “no cure, no pay,” etc. 
for every one of these propositions 1s 
absolutely fraudulent, and I have no 
hesitancy in using the word “fraudulent 
here, for I can back it up—and those 
who read this know that there has been 
@ half dozen such concerns in the city 
of Atlanta in the last few years, and 
with one or two exceptions, all have 
Jeft under a cloud. 

Another one is going to leave soon, 
for the statement I made last Sunday 
‘that a couple of institutions in the 
state have been sending out a circular 
letter that a dear friend of theirs (a 
celebrated specialist) would visit them 
for a couple days, and they wanted all 
their old patients to come in and meet 
him.” was all a fake, pure and simple. 

Aa I said then, the distinguished spe- 
cialist was not even entitled to the dig- 
nity of ‘being called Doctor, has served 
time only recently for robbing patients 
in just that way—and if it is Kept up 
in Atlanta and Savannah as it has for 
the last year, there is certainly some 
more of them who will get a term in 
the penitentiary. There are two or 
three now that do not dare to come to 
Atlanta for fear of justice overtaking 
them. 

But let us get down to a day’s work,

for in a busy office with a multitude of 
patients coming in with all sorts of 
complaints and ailments, actually, one 
meets with a whole lot that is exceed- 
ingly interesting to one who is in love 
with his work, and who really likes to

“Arst of all, comes in a.Gentleman 
aho had syphilis some two or three 
years ago, and he can’t imagine why it 
is he is so exceedingly nervous with 
various synptoms showing a defection 
from the normal! of various vital parts, 
and yet he can see nothing on the sur- 
face whatever to attract his attention. 
No skin eruptions, no sore throat, no 
sore mouth, nor anything élse, insists 
that he was cured of Syphilis, and 
can’t imagine why these other condi- 
tions exist. JI sometimes think that 
man, after all, is first cousin to an 
ostrich. Somewhere in the process of 
evolution we dropped our feathers and 
wings, got a little more brains, per- 
haps, but did you ever notice how much 
like an ostrich a man very often is?

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is a case, not of the patient sticking 
his head in the sand, but the doctor 
being the ostrich. If that doctor would 
probably get a case of typhoid fever, 
find a temperature of a hundred and 
two or three, with many other mani- 
festations of the disease, he would give 
a big dose of medicine to lower the 
temperature, and when the tempera- 
ture was lowered a couple of degrees, 
he would pat himself on the back and 
think he had cured the typhoid fever. 
There is about as much sense to it, as 
there would be for a farmer to plant 
cotton, get it all in good shape, plant 
his seed and then expect to harvest 
a big crop of cotton without paying 
any more attention to it. This patient 
knows by experience that I am right 
that gonorrhoea is not cured in 24 
hours.

He certainly has none now— 
for what I find on an examination is 
an exceptionally sere and tender ure- 
thra, somewhat infiltrated prostratic 
enlargement, but under a_ proper 
course of treatment, soothing irriga- 
tions that will reHMeve the irritability 
of the deep urethra, he will be entire- 
ly cured of his supposed stricture. 

Now, these are the conditions of so- 
called strictures that are cured with- 
you the 
truth, if I wanted to, I think I would 
like nothing better than to advertise 
to cure stricture without an operation, 
but I have no desire to enter into that 
sort of quackery; but it is an actual 
fact that I see in the course of a year 
hundreds of cases that have been pro- 
nounced stricture, have been advised 
to have an operation; and yet they 
are very easily cured without any 
operation whatever, simply by such 
treatment that will thoroughly cure a 
slightly infiltrated condition, or that 
will relieve a very badly irritated

I practiced a good many years before 
I realized this, and it was only by 
plenty of experience, and by often 
curing patients that had been advised 
to go to the hospital for an operation, 
that I found out what I am now say- 
ing.

Of course, if a man simply 
has the regard for the few dollars he 
can get out of it—why, he can guaran- 
tee them a positive cure, get the coin, 
and then do nothing for him in the end. 
While I have to have pay for my work, 
yet I do like to do something for my 
patient. There is a satisfaction about 
this that is much more important, and 
gives much more gratification than the 
rattle of the silver. Well, I succeeded; 
although it was one of the most deli- 
‘cate pieces of work that I have done In 
a long time, and if the patient follows 
my advice now, and don't let it close up 
again, he will get a perfect cure. 

But strictures, chronic gonorrhoea 
and syphilis are not the only things 
that present themselves day after day 
for diagnosis and treatment, for there 
is another class, that large class of 
nervous diseases, that are almost as 
important as any that come before me 
day after day.

and this is a condition that very few 
doctors come in contact with, for I do 
not meet it more than three or four 
times a year, and I see hundreds of 
cases where the average doctor sees 
one. 

There is another condition met with 
in the diseases of men that is equally 
as rare as this, that I see somewhere 
from six to one dozen cases every year, 
and you cannot find in all medical 
literature a single explanation that is 
reasonable about it. There are one or 
two of the so-called authorities who 
mention it, but speak of it as being 
due to either syphilis or gonorrhoea, 
and yet out of a record of over a hun- 
dred of cases I have had nota single one 
of them gave a history of having had 
either one of these diseases. My first 
case naturally puzzled me, and, in fact, 
it is an excedingly difficult thing to 
handle: some of them are amenable to 
proper treatment, and some of them 
seem to resist all sorts of treatment. 

And, after all, it is a difficult work 
that I like to tackle, for when success- 
ful there is a gratification about it 
that makes it very pleasurable, indeed. 

But this is dictated at the close of a 
day’s work, or what many would think 
was the close of a day’s work, when 
the office doors are locked and patients 
no longer admitted, and _ there still 
comes a class of work that is just as 
interesting to the doctor who loves his 


work as the examination of patients 


and the treating of them in the office, 
I refer to the laboratory work, which 
is by no means the least important of 
the busy doctor’s work. I pick up here 
a sample of urine, from which the pa- 
tient who has been treated for about 
@ year and a half for Bright's disease, 
and it is the old, old story of the doctor 
making the mistake of finding a lot of 
albumen in the arine, and thinking 
necessarily that this must mean chronic 
inflammation of the kidneys, or what, 
is popularly called Bright’s disease. 
The albumen is there, all right; there 
is no mistake about that; but what 
has been neglected heretofore was to 
find where the albumen comes from, 
and an examination of the patient 
promptly showed me it was very doubt- 
ful about there being any Bright's dis- 
ease at all. And I find the old story of 
an inflamed prostatic urethra throwing 
off plenty of pus, which causes the 
albumen in the urine. Don’t you think 
that I am right when I say that the 
diagnosis is a very important thing? 

And, then, here is your specimen of 
blood that a gentleman leaves with me 
to be examined to see if I can find the 
germs of syphilis. A thorough and very 
careful examination of this patient 
showed that there was no syphilis 
whatever, no reason in his past history 
to think that he had syphilis, or that 
he had had it, and yet the doctor in a 
city, some distance from Atlanta, I am 
proud to say, and, by the way, a doctor 
who is also a professor in a Medical 
College and lectures to young men, and 
sends them out to meet the moral re- 
sponsibility of the medical profession, 
examined a drop of this patient's blood 
and told him that he found the germs 
of syphilis in it. of course, the layman 
Dn not fully unilerstand this; but if 
a4 — should by any chance read 
: » HO will know, or should at least 

now, that that doctor was practicing 
&@ victous "piece of humbuggery and 
quackery; for, aftter telling the patient 
this, he put him under treatment for a 
year or so—a treatment that he never 
needed at all. 

So, you can see that the quack 
and humbuggery does not all jutocauan 
among the “guarantee cure,” “no-cure- 
no-pay”™ concerns. It sometimes gets Into 
even our Medical Colleges, perhaps car- 
ried there by the Sparrows or gome 
equally vicious foreign influence. At 
any rate, nry experience has taught me 
that I am right in what I am saying 
and it has’ taught me many a thing 
about disease that I know is of value 
to those who will accept it! and If you 
believe I am right. or believe I know 
what I am talking about, and have 
anything that needs attention, come 
and see me, and I will be glad to ex- 
amine you, and give you my opinion at 
least; but you will get it straight from 
the shoulder, without any humbuggery 
attached to it at all. When you come, 
you will see me in person, and you will 
not find some man soaked in third-rate 
corn whiskey, who knows but little 
medicine, and has even got beyond the 
point where he knows good whiskey.

One of the things I insist that mem- 
bers of the Farmers’ Union and farm- 
ers zenerally should get in behind con- 
gress about is the parcels post. 

Year after year we have been striv- 
ing to secure this legislation from 
congress. False promises from poll- 
ticians, the lobby maintained by the 
express companies and, to an extent, 
our own apathy have operated to keep 
us out of this huge benefit.

Go after your representative 
and senator with a club, bury him un- 
der an avalanche of letters, telling him 
you want a parcels post and that you 
are not going to let him or yourself 
rest until you get it.

Under the plan proposed, the small 
town merchant will be able to send out 
small packages over rural routes at a 
cost so smal]! compared to the hire of a 
messenger or a horse and buggy or a 
wagon, as under present conditions, as 
to put millions of dollars yearly into 
the pockets of both the American farm- 
er and the American country merchant. 

Don't let your country merchant 
fool you into believing that a parcels 


| post will cut off his revenues by di- 


verting trade to the bigy mail order 
houses. Even if it did, we would still 
stand for it, because it is better that 
millions of farmers save money than 


that hundreds of small merchants make |

money. But, as a matter 
parcels post will add to the profits of 
the small country merchant by giving 
him cheap access to his customers out 
in the country.

Hunting With a Motor Boat. 

A very good cruiser with gunning 
cabin, thirty to thirty-five feet in 
length, and with a modest but serv- 
iceable engine, can be bought fvur 
from $1,000 to $1,500 nowadays. Such 
a craft is suitable for gunning ex- 
cursions along the coast or on any 
of the larger lakes, and the cost is 
not much if.any more than that of a 
well-fitted sail cruiser. 

In selecting a motor’ cruiser 
hunting purposes, the money to 
expended is the first consideration, as 
money governs size, equipment, etc. 
Draft, arrangement and fittings come 
next. Speed is not of much importance 
in a boat to be used exclusively for 
hunting purposes. A man who can get 
to his favorite brant shoal at eight 
to ten miles an hour is’ going plenty 
fast enough to sult him as a rule. 

On the other hand, roominess and 
strength are essentials in the gunning 
power craft. Hunting motor boats 
may be divided into three classes. 
There is the big, high-powered cruiser, 
that will take you and a party of 
friends down to the Carolina coast af- 
ter geese and brant in the autumn and 
keep you there all winter. Then there 
is the smaller and less expensive little 
vessel] of, say, thirty to forty-five feet, 
on which you make week-end excur- 
eicns down the coast bays, seldom go- 
ing far outside the protection of the 
sand beaches that bar the onslaught of 
the ocean. 

Last comes the open-power craft 
that you use merely to tow your duck 
boat on one-day trips about the shal- 
low bays and rivers ag you gun one 
point or bar after another.—George 
Fortis, in The Outing Magazine for 
March.

| TOCOME FROM THE FARMS, 


SAYS ARCHBISHOP IRELAND 
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the farmer, Archbishop John Ireland, 
the noted Roman Catholic prelate, sides 
with James J. Hill, and in declaring 
that he is not over-sorry for the con- 
ditions that have brought about the 
meat boycott, he joins the ranks of 
those who believe with James J. Hin 
that high living is largely responsible 
for high prices. In an authorized 
statement, Archbishop Ireland says: 

“Of course, I, like so many others, 
have had to pay some attention to the 
economic problems now agitating the 
community—the high price of ‘living 
and the consequent boycott. instituted 
against the use of meat. Good will 
come from the discussion—much good, 
in my opinion, though very likely not 
in the direction that many expect. 

“That the price of meat as the re- 
sult of the agitation and boycott will 
for some time fluctuate, today down- 
ward, tomorrow upward, we may read* 
ily admit. But that meat will fall back 
permanently to the low prices of for- 
years, | am not disposed to be- 

My reasons for this assertion 
to be very plain and convincing. 
chief cause of this rise in price 
with the producer—the farmer— 
and aS my sympathy goes out to the 
farmer very warmly, I am not over- 
sorry for the conditions we are wit- 
nessing. 

“Heretofore cattle were raised by the 
millions over vast and unoceupied 
ranges of prairies, but the day of these 
ranges has passed. Cattle must now 
be raised on the small farm, seven or 
eight head by each farmer. The farm- 
er formerly was more easily satisfied 
with the results of his toil—too easily, 
in my opinion, as he did not receive 
his due reward. Because of this com- 
paratively unremunerative task, the 
cry was, more or less, away from the 
land. Today the farmer is more en- 
lightened on the general economic con- 
ditions of the country, and he demands 
his own. Raising cattle is no easy 
labor. They have to be housed in 
winter; food has to be laid up in the 
autumn, and at least three yearsé must 
elapse before a steer can be turned 
into the market. A much smaller sum 
than what he now receives for his 
product would not be sufficient pay- 
ment for his patience and labor. 

“The salvation of America, social and 
moral, political and economic, is the 
farm. Where agriculture is not prized, 
is neglected, the nation must decay 
The efforts of philanthropists and well- 
wishers of their fellow men, all tend 
toward ehcouraging agriculture. The 
population of America has been in 
every decade increasing by leaps and 
bounds. There has been no propor- 
tionate increase in the number of 
farmers. Hundreds of thousands, seekK- 
ing in vain employment in citles, hun- 
dreds of thousands ekKing out there a 
bare. subsistence to their own great 
detriment, and to the yet greater det- 
riment of their families, should be out 
upon the land where comfort and peace 
await them. But, that all this comes 
to happen, we must not begrudge the 
farmer his due reward for his work. 

“That meat is becoming dearer 
America need not cause surprise. 


in 
In 


countries of Europe, England, Italy, 
Germany and France, meat is much 
dearer today than it is in America, de- 
spite the high prices we are complain- 
ing of. Up to recently in those coun- 
tries meat was twice as dear as it 
was on this side of the Atlantic. In 
my travels through these countries, I 
would startle the, people by 


while they would ‘relate to me 
prices they were compelled 
They would be all the more astonished 
at those prices in this country when 
they would recall the reward of labor 
in America and the labor among them- 
selves. 

“Does the change going on with re- 
gard to the price_of meat betoken an 
economic disaster? I am not disposed 
to make an assertion of the kind. We 
eat too mach meat in America. The 
laws of prudent hygiene teach us this 
lesson. The requirements. of health 
and strength would be better served 
were we to eat less meat and turn to 
articles of food much cheaper and no 
less conducive—if not 
bodily and mental vigor: 

“I quite agree with the statement 
made by Mr. J.J. Hill,that itis not so 
much a question of the high price of 
living as it is a question of the price 
of high living. When it comes to the 
purchase of meat, every one wishes to 
be in the fashion and demands the 
choicest cuts. These are far from be- 
ing better and healthier food than 
others less costly, but less fashion- 
able.

Not De- 


Commission Has 


termined on Any Settled | 


Policy. 


Although practically for the last 
month the railroad commission has 
bcen receiving reports from the rail- 
roads of the state regarding the num- 
ber of passenger trains delayed at 
terminal and junction points, it has 
not yet taken up the matter for con- 
sideration with a view to any action. 

These reports have showed as high 
as 140 delayed trains on one system, 
the Southern Railway, within a single 
week. Other large systems, such as 
the Central of Georgia and the Atlantic 
Coast Line, have reported 125 or more. 

A member of the commission stated, 
however, that the very fact of the 
commission having called for these 
reports of delayed trains has spurred 
the railroads up, and they are doing 
some better. An examination of the 
more recent reportg shows, he said, 
that there are fewer late trains than 
when the commission's order was is- 
sued, and the long delays are also re- 
duced. 

Asked what line of{ action the com- 
mission might possibly pursue with 
reference to the matter, he said the 
commission had not discussed it for- 
melly, but that there had been some talk 
of trying the Néw York state plan, 
under which the railroads are graded 
from month to month on the basis of 
delayed trains, and almost like a 
grammar school scholar. 

There seems to be a belief that this 
pian would still further stir the rail- 
roadg to better effort. It is argued 
that a prospective passenger in select- 
ing a route would naturally take that 
line, other things being equal, which 
was least frequently off schedule. This 
is the theory upon which the plan is 
worked in New York. 

So far, however, the commission doés 
not seem to have any definitely-de- 
veloped ideas with reference to remedy- 
ing the situation. It has hopes, how- 
ever, probably founded in part, at 
least, on the fact that schedules usu- 
ally improve with the summer months 
when passenger traffic is lighter and 
the through passenger trains from the 
north and west begin-running on bet- 
ter time.

velt elephant hunt, 
and the pigskin library, together with 
more or less extraneous matter. 
Colonel Roosevelt, his son Kermit, 
Leslie Tariton, who is managing the 
Roosevelt expedition, and Edmund 
Heller, the taxidermist of the expe- 
dition. came to our camp on the 14th 
of November to have luncheon and to 
taik over. plans whereby Colonel 
Rocsevelt was to kill one or more ele- 
phants for Mr. Akeley’s American mu- 
seum group of five or six elephants. 
The details were all arranged and later 
in the afternoon the colonel and his 
party left for their own camp, a short 
distance from ours. 
Colonel Hooosevelt Trails Elephants. 
Mr. Akeley, with one of our tents 
and about forty porters, followed later 
in the evening and spent the night at 
the Roosevelt camp. Early the follow- 
ing morning Colonel Roosevelt, Mr. 
Akeley, Mr. Tarlton and’ Kermit, with 
two tents and forty 
bearers, started early 
again finding the

the day before. 
up after a short 
of hunters expected that it would be 
a tong and wearisome pursuit, for it 
was evident that the elephants had 
become nervous ~ and were moving 
steadily along without stopping to 
feed. In such cases they frequently 
travel forty or fifty miles before set- 
tling down to quiet fee@ing again. 

The country was hilly, deep with 
dry grass. and badly cut up with smal! 
gullies and jagged 
rock on the low ridges. At all times 
the ears of the hunting paarty were 
alert for any sound that would indi- 
cate the proximity of the herd. but 
for several hours no trumpeting. nor 
intestinal rumbling.’ nor crash of 
trunks against smal! trees were heard. 
Finally. at about 11 o'clock, Tarlton. 
who, strangely enough. is partly deaf, 
heard a sound that caused the hunt- 
ing party to stop short. He heard 
elephants. They were undoubtedly 
only a short distance ahead. but as 
the wind was from their direction 
, there was little likelihood that they 
had heard the approach of the hunt- 
ers. So Tarlton. who has had much 
experience in elephant hunting, led the 
party off at a right angle from the 
elephant trail and then, turning, paral- 
leled the trail a few hundred feet 
away. They had gone only a short 
distance when it became evident that 
they had passed the herd, which was 
hidden by the tall grass and the thick- 
ly growing scrub trees that grew on 
all sides. 

Party Studies the Herd. 

The wooded character of the coun- 
try rendered it easy to stalk the ele- 
phant herd, and with careful atten- 
tion .to the wind the four hunters and 
their gunbearers advanced under cover 
until the elephants could be seen and 
studied. Each of the four hunters 
carried a large double-barreled ‘tor- 
dite rifle that fires a 500-grain bullet 
backed up by nearly a hundred grains 
of cordite. 

As was expected, the herd consisted 
solely of cows and calves. There were 
elght cow elephants and two “totos,”’ 
or calves, a circumstarice that was 
particularly fortunate, as Colonel 
Roosevelt was expected to secure one 
or two cows for the group, while 
some one else was to get the calf. 

For some moments the hunting 
party studied the group of animals and 
finally decided which ones were the 
best for the group. 

Two of the largest cows and the calf 
of one of them were selected. It ig al- 
ways the desire of collectors who kill 
groups of animals for museums to kill 
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of safety, and be much worse than if 
hunter had entirely missed his 
mark. 

Ex-President Kills Three. 

Among elephant hunters it is consid- 
ered more dangerous to attack a cow 
for the cow is 
always ready and eager to defend its 
calf, hénce when Colonel Roosevelt 
prepared to open fire on a cow elephant 
accompanied by a calf, at a range of 
thirty yards, in the district where the 
highest tree was within reach of an 
elephant’s trunk, the situation was one 
fraught with tense uncertainty. 

Colonel Roosevelt is undoubtedly a 
brave man. The men who have hunt- 
ed with him in Africa say that he has 
never shown the slightest sign of fear 
in all the months of big game hunting 
that they have done tomether. He 
“holds straight,’ as they say in shoot- 
ing parlance, and at short range, where 
his eyesight is effective, he shoots ac- 
curately. 

This, then, was the dramatic situ- 
ation at about 12 o'clock noon on No- 
vember 15, eight miles east of the Nzoia 
river, near Mount Elgon: Eight cow 
elephants, two “totos,”” one ex-presi- 
dent with a double-barreled cordite 
rifle thirty yards away, supported by 
three other hunters similarly armed,

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The colonel opened fire; the biggest 
cow dropped to her knees and in an 
imstant the air was thunderous with 
the excited “milling” of the herd of 
elephants. For several anxious min- 
utes the spot was the scene of much 
confusion, and when quiet was once 
more restored, Colonel 


one of the calves. It had not 
been intended or desired to kill more 
than two of the cows, but with a herd 
of angry elephants threatening to an- 
nihilate an attacking party sometimes 
the prearranged plans do not work out 
according to specifications. 

Kermit was hastily dispatched to 
notify our camp and the work of pre- 
paring the skins of the elephants was 
at once begun. 

Camp Lifts the Lid.

In the meantime we at our camp, | 
eight miles away from the scene of | 


battle, were waiting eagerly for news 
of the hunting party, although ex- 
pecting nothing for a day or so. It 
seemed tog much to expect that the 
hunt should have such a quick and 
successful termination. So when Ker- 
mit rode in with the news late in the 
afternoon it was a time for felicita- 
tion. We all solelmnly took a drink, 
which in itself was an event, for our 
camp is a “dry” camp when in the 
field. Only the killing of a lion had 
been sufficient provocation’ for tak- 
ing off the “lid,” but on the strength 
of three elephants for the group the 
“lid” was momentarily* raised with 
much ceremony and circumstance. 

The burden of Kermit’s message was 
“salt, salt, salt!’ and porters and sec- 
ond gunbearers to help with the skin- 
ning. So “Jimmy” Clark, who has been 
connected with the American Museum 
of History for some time and who is 
with us on the Mount Elgon trip, start- 
ed off with a lot of porters laden with 
salt for preserving the skins. It was 
his plan to go. direct to the main 
Roosevelt camp, get a guide, and then 
push on to the elephant camp, where 
he hoped to arrive by 10 o’clock at 
night. He would then be in time to 
help with the skinning, which we ex- 
pected, would be continued throtighout 
the entire night. Kermit stopped at 
his own camp and gave Clark a guide 
for the rest of the journey, after which 
he went to bed. . 

Otherwise Kermit Was All Right. 

At 11 o’clock the sound of firing was 
heard some place off in the darkness. 
The night guard of the Roosevelt camp, 
rightly construing it to be a signal, an- 
swered it with a shot, and, guided by

the latter, Clark and his party of salt- 
laden porters once more appeared. 
They had traveled ina circle for three 
hours and were hopelessly lost. Ker- 
mit was routed out and again supplied 
more guides—also a compass and also 
the direction to follow. Unfortunately 
he made a mistake and said northwest 
instead of southeast—-otherwise his di- 
rections were perfect. 

For three hours more Clark and his 
porters went bumping through the 
night, stumbling through the long 
grass and falling into hidden holes. 
The porters began to be mutinous and 
the guides were thoroughly and hope- 
lessly lost. It was then that they one 
and all laid down in the tall grass, 
made a fire to keep the lions and leop- 
ards away, and slept soundly until 
daylight. Even then the situation was 
little better, for the guides were still 
at sea. About the time that Clark de- 
to return to the syiver, miles 
away, and take a fresh start he fired a 
shot in the forlorn hope of getting a 
response from some section of the com- 
pass. A distant shot came in answer 
and he pushe@ on and soon came up 
with “the colonel and Tarlton return- 
ing home after a night in the .tem- 
porary elephant camp. The _ colonel 
gave him full directions, and at 9 
o’clock the relief party arrived at their 
destination. 


Reats All Nature Fakes. 


In the meantime we had left our 
camp on the river at 6:15. gone to the 
Roosevelt camp, and with Kermit 


guiding us proceeded on across country 
tcward the elephant camp. On our 
way We also met the colonel and Tari.- 
tcn, the former immensely pleased 
with the outcome of the hunt and full 
of enthusiasm about the adventure 
with the elephants. But the most re- 
markable thing of all, he said, was the 
hyena incident. He told us the story, 
and it is surely one that will make all 
rature fakers sit up in an incredulous 
and dissenting mood. 

During the night, the story goes, 
many hyenag had come from far and 
near to gfaze on the carcasses of the 
elephants. Their howls filled the night 
with weird sounds. Lions also jour- 
neyed to the feast, ang between the 
two they mumbled the bones of the 
slain with many a how] and snarl. 
Eariy in the morning the colonel went 
out in the hope of surprising a lion at 
the spread. Instead, to his great amaze- 
ment, he saw the head of a hyena 
poitruding from the distended side of 
the largest elephant. It was inside 
the elephant and was looking out, as 
through a window. A single shot fin- 
ished the hyena, after which a more 
careful examination was made. 

There are two theories as to what 
really happened. One is that the 
hyena ate its way into the inside of 
the elephant, then gorged itself so 
that its stomach was distended to 
such proportions that it could not get 
out through the hole by which it Rad 
entered the carcass. 

Theortes—~—Take Your Choice. 

The other theory is that, after eat- 
ing ite way, Into the elephant, it 


started to eat its way out by a differ- 
ent route. When its head emerged the 
heavy muscles of the elephant's side 
inclosed about its neck like a vise, en- 
trapping the hyena as effectively as 
though it had its head in a steel trap. 
In the animal's despairing efforts to 
escape it had kicked one leg out 
through the thick walls of the ele- 
phant’s§ side. \ 

The colonel, in parting, asked us to 
stop with him for lunch on our way 
back and he would tell us all about 
the elephant hunt and show us his 
pigskin library. In return we prom- 


¥be prepared to render expert testi- 
mony in case, some time in the future, 
he might get into a controversy with 
the nature fakers as to the truth of the 
incident. 

We then resumed our journey and 
arrived at the elephant camp at 9:30. 
It was a scene of industry. The skins 
of the two largest elephants and that 
of the calf had been removed the aft- 
ernoon before and were spread out 
under a cluster of trees. Twenty or 
thirty porters were squatted around 
the various ears and strips of hide 
and massive feet, paring off all the 
little particles of flesh, or tissue that 
remained. As fast as a section of hide 
was stripped it was thickly covered 
with salt and rolled up. This is the 
preliminary step. Afterwards the skin, 
in many places an inch in thicknegs, is 
pared down to a condition of pliable 


thinness. This work requires hours 
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or even days of hard labor by many 
skillful wielders. af the paring knife.

Our first object was to visit the hy-., 
ena, which we found still 
from the side of his tomb.

to full view. He had certainly died) 
happy. He had literally eaten himself 
to death, and his body was so distend- 
ed from g@fging that it was as round 
as a ball.

Work of Great Britain 
In Malay. Peninsula 


(Copyright, 1910, by Frank G. Carpen- 
ter.) 

Singapore, 1910.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—I want to tell you of the 
new movements among the Malays. A 
generation ago this peninsula was 
savage and the county a jungle. It 
had neither roads nor railroads, there 
were no resting places for travelers 
andthe wilderness was inhabited chief- 
ly by wild beasts and wild men. To- 
day the English have taken hold of 
it and are making it blossom like the 
irrigated lands of our new west. They 
have brought order out of chaos, and 
are building roads and railroads, es- 
tablishing schools and laying out 
towns. In the Federated Malay States, 
which contain something like a mil- 
lion inhabitants, more than 6500 miles 
of railways have been built and more 
than 3,000 miles of cart roads and bri- 
die peths. There are hotels at the 
capitals and outside them new govern- 
ment rest-houses, where travelers can 
Stay overnight. Thirty-five years 
ago the people of the country had nev- 
er seen & postage stamp.g@ Today the 
postoffices are handling more than 
10,000,000 pieces of mail every year, 
and the posteffice savings banks have 
deposits running into the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

Laws, Courts and Schools. 

The population is rapidly increas- 
ing. It has more than doubled since 
the English took hold, and it ts being 
transformed from savagery to clivili- 
zation. 

The !aws have been reorganized and 
eccurts have been established. There 
is a good police force, and the British 
government has a Dattalion of Sikhs. 
known as the Malay States Guards, 
who Keep excellent order. Schools 
heave been started, hospitals erected 
and public works of various kinds are 
well under way. 

In the state of Perak more than one 
hundred and fifty miles of canals and 
irrigation ditches have been dug, and 
at the close of last year in the neigh- 
berhood of 150,000 acres of rubber 
trees had been planted There are 
now something like twenty million 
such -trees on the various farms. and 
tens of thousands wil!

About 
four or five hundred miles from the 
straits these British possessions be- 
gin. At the top is Perak. not as big 
as New.

almost as large as Massachusetts and 
New Jersey combined. The four states 
aliogether have more than 26,000 
equare miles, or about 2,000 more than 
West Virginia.

Any Amer- 
ican would answer them with the ex- 
clamation, “Aren't they!’’
